ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE APOCALYPSE. 
( Continued from p. 218.) 
JURISDICTION. 

The vision in which the Dragon was first seen (ch. xi.) be- 
longs to the beginning of the fourth century. In the fourth 
verse he is said to have abased the third of the stars of heaven. 
casting them down to earth. The events which ultimated in 
the ove rthrow of the Se politic o-ce lestial bodies , are set forth i in 
the sublime imagery of the Sixth Seal; where it says, that 
“the stars fell from heaven, on the earth, as a fig tree drops i its 
untimely figs, being shaken by a mighty wind.” The circum. 
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stances of the fall of these luminaries of the political heavens, 
have been set forth in the first volume of this work. The Dra 
gon, was composed of a Body, Seven Heads, and Ten Un- 
erowned Horns. These, namely, his body, heads, and horns, 
COM post the wh le extent « {his jurisdiction : to wil, from ('a- 
ledonia to the imuphrates ; and from the Danube to the Cata- 
racts of the Nile, aud the deserts of Africa aud Mount Atlas. 

In the description of the Fourth Seal, mention is made of 
“The Fourth part of the Earth ;° and in that of the first, se- 


cond, third, fourth, and sixth trumpets, John speaks of * a third 


part of the trees,” “a third part of the sea,” “all part of the

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cia, Macedonia. and Greece, once a: Lnowledge d the cuthority 
of the Prefect of Hlyricum. 3. The power of the Prefect of 
Italy was not confined to the country from whence he derived 
his title: it extended over the additional territory of Rhetia as 


far as the banks of the Danube, over the dependent islands ol 


the Mediterranean, and over that part of the Cc ntinentof Air 
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ea which lies between the confines of Cyrene and those of 
Tingitania. 4. The Prefect of the Gauls comprehended un- 
der that plural denomination the kindred provinces of Britain 
and Spain, and his authority was obeyed from the wall of An- 
toninus to the foot of Mount Atlas.” 

“The massacre of the Flavian race,” says Gibbon, “was 
succeeded by a new division of the provinces; which was ra- 
tified ina personal interview of the three brothers. Constantine, 
the eldest of the Caesars obtained with a ce:tain pre-eminence 
of rank, the possession of the new capital (Constantinople, ) 
which bore his own name, and that of his father. ‘Thrace and 
the countries of the Kast, were allotted for the patrimony of 
Constantine: and Constans was acknowledged as the lawful 
sovereign of Italy, Africa, and the Western Ulyricum.” 

Thus, then, there were Prefectural Fourths and Imperial 
Thirds into which the jurisdiction of the Dragon was divided. 
Under the threefold constitution, the Prefectures of Italy and 
[llyricum, acknowledged the sovereignty of Constans, and af- 
terwards. were sometimes confounded together, when the 
whole Empire was united under one Emperor. This appears 
to have been done in the days of Julian, when Mamertinus go- 
verned Italy, Africa, and Illyricum as the Prefect of the whole ; 
which shews, that ull after the time of Julian, at least, the on- 
ly constant division of the Empue among the Prefects, was 
thatof the three divisions of the empire, by Constantine, among 
his sons, at his death—and after the division of the empire, in- 
to eastern and western, the Prefect of ltaly had all the west- 
ern share of Lllyricum. 

But after the aforesaid division of the empire, and the ces- 
sion of the greater part of the Prefecture of Iilymecum to the 
Byzantine emperors, the western Llyricum was added to the 
jurisdiction of the prefect of Italy ; so that his power now 
stretched itself not only over the provin es ol Alniea, the pe- 
niasula of Italy, and the dependent isles, bat over all the up- 
per and lower Lombardy: aad fron thence, we trace its bound- 
aries from the top of the Adriatic Sea, along its eastern shore. 
to the modern Alessio, from whence we cross tie mountains 
of Arzentum to the source ot the Drino, pursuing its stream 
to its confluence with the Save, and from thence to Belgrade, 
and along the shores of the Danube to its source, at the dis- 
tance of thirty miles from the Rhine; crossing to Basil, we 
traverse the banks of the Rhine to its source; and leaving 
Gaul (France) on the right we reach the Mediterranean. 

The Ten Horns of the Dragon were the ten Provinces of 
his jurisdiction, which were comprehended in the governments 
of Gaul and Italy, as just defined ; and are thus enumerated— 
eer Gaul, Britain, Italy, Rhetia, Noricum and Pannonia, 
(forming bat one) Daimatia, Dacia, Mesia, Thrace.—The ex-

The model Church in Jerusalem had a presbytery of twelve 
elders, who being called and sent of Jesus, and exercising the 
overseers office were apostles and bishops. For a time, they 
acted as the Deacons also : for it Was not until the urmuring 
of the Hellenistic Brethren on account of the neglect of their 
widows in the daily ministration, that the office of overseer and 
deacon been separate and distinct. On this occasion, all that 
appertained to the Fellowship was no longer attended to by the 
Apostles, but by seven Christian Kings of an attested charac- 
ter, fall of spirit and wisdom. Because therefore, this digni- 
fied asse mbly in Jerusalem had a plurality of presbyter-bishops 
and deacons, all other churches of the like character had them 
too. The churches in Judea, were then, and ovcht to be now, 
the types of all communities professing to be Christ’s ;—“ you, 
brethren,” says Paul to the Thessalonian disciples, “ became 
fimitators of the Congregations of God, which are in Judea ia 
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Christ Jesus.”—Thls imitation is commendable, and imperit 
tive on all churches professing to be in Christ Jesus.

Our own experience of “ this Reformation” has abundantly 
convinced us, that it needs to be itself reformed. Before it can 
be identified with THE PREPARATION it must be purified, and re- 
ceive the impulse ot life-energizing principles which it pos- 
sesses at present in a very limited degree. It is the conviction 
of eye-witnesses, that in the West, “they are immersing too 
fast ;’—that is, they are crowding the Churches with new con- 
verts without paving due attention to the churches themselves. 
Too much dependence is placed on the labor of individuals for 
the conversion of men and women, and too little on that of the 
congregations themselves. In the Primitive Age “the con- 
gregations walking in the fear of the Lord, and in the admo- 
nition of the Holy Spirlt, were multiplied ;” but in these days, 
the multiplication of the churches is attributable to “ big meet- 
ings” with their et ceteras. A brother from West Tennessee 
informed us that the Church to which he belongs numbers about 
70 an? upwaids; but that, unless ‘a preacher comes along,’ 
their meetings on the Lord’s Day scarcely ever exceed 15.— 
This js not a solitary instance, it is a disgraceful sectarian de- 
reliction of which great numbers of “ Reformers” are guilty. 
They are prompt enough in attending Court Houses, military 
musters, market, &c ; but any trifling obstacle is sufficient to 
oe them mustering with the forces of the Great King on 

is triumphant day. 

The compassing of sea and land to make proselytes, while 
the churches are unhealthy and ready to die of ennut, is becom- 
ing, if itbe not already, the besetting sin of “this Reformation.” 
While the speaking brethren are shooting over their heads at 
the unconverted, the disciples are either ata stand still, or ina 
state of retrogradation. Nochurch is walking worthy of its vo- 
cation unless it is found in the weekly practice of the com- 
mandments and ordinances of the Lord. And as for those per- 
sous described by our correspondent below, they may adminis- 
ter the unction of flattery to their souls, that because they have 
been immersed, yes, even for the Remission of Sins, they are 
therefore safe for heaven ; but, we can assure them, that judg- 
mg from God’s word, they are merely fattening their deluded 
hearts for the day of slaughter. We counsel them, therefore, 

to reform and do their first works, if indeed, those works were 
ever worthy of repetition; for the time is coming, nay rather is 
hand, when He who is coming will come and “ fight against 
‘hem with the sword that comes out of his mouth.”
